The Senate and 
House of R- -presentatives tet 
ip their respective Chambd=rs in 
the Western City with the old 
Speakers of each b dg in the 
chair. There were 325 members 
of the House present and telr- 
grams were tead from a uirmber 
of others saying that they would 
shortly arrive. Sioce it only 
takes 299 for a quorum, they wet 
well ahead of rbat number to-day 
and things Iook bright [forgetting 
the required three quarters neces 
sary for drafting the constitation 

NEETING BREABS TP. 

Boxever, this initial meeting 
broke up in more or less confusion 
attwothirts. The Speakerof the 
House, Mr. Wa Ching- lien opened 
che session witb a speechin w 
he declared that at last the o 
holders of law were vindicated 
such as has not been the case 
since this Parliament wasdissalv- 
edon Junel2-h. IIT. At this re 
mark, Mr. Shui, representative 
from Kirin arose in protest. He 
said if the Speaker's statement 
were troe, where did the Canton 
Perliament comein. Ifthey were 
no$ the legal! Parlinment, why 
should any of them care about 
coming north which they had 
b-en urged todoby the Pektog 
Government. Thenconfusion be- 
carpe general and everyone tried 
to say their say.

LAFCADIO HEARN. 


' Lafcadio Hearn was not the 
most erudite or the most 
scientifi: of the Weatern stadents 
who bave fallen under the 


F scination of Dsi Nippon, but he f° 


at’aioed to en uncommon under. 
staading of Japanese mentality. 
Purbaps-he-did not reach the 
contre—some remarks of his owo 
surgest that he felt ho wasa way 
ff. Atths very least, however, 
ne is notable for the unuszal 
tegree of his efforts to study his 
subject. For some years be was 
in Japan travelling and engag- 
ngin various literary projects; 
he weslecturer at the Imperial 
University; Tokyo: he was 
natoraliyed under ay Japanese 
name: he. merried a ‘Japanese 
lady; hic children were brought 
ap ig Japan; and bis rematus 
repose in theisIsod empire of [he 
East. One of hissons, it may be 
noted. has just bean accompanying 
Mr. Burton Holmes on the 
latter's tour of Japan prepara 
tary to the i: issue of an adition of 
Hearn's works which the Ameri- 
can author is editing. ° 

Lafcadio Heara was peculiarly 
fitted by birth and experieicé to 
keop the world in the stride of his 
syropathy.

ties about giving student- teachers 
a thorough grounding io practical 
work et the Technical Institute is. 
obvious, but, in view of the hard 
work which has been done by Mr. 
Handyeide, and the statement by 
the Director of. Education that 
there aré & many good Chinese 


‘lteachers who bave been trained 


there, it asems to us that the part 
played by the Institute has been 
somewhat belittled. It would no 
doubt be idea! if our achools could 
rely on aregutar supply of trained 
men all more or less. of the same 
grade, but according to Mr. Irving 
there will alwaya be need of un- 
trained teathers bere. Mfr. Mac- 
kintosh wants the Usiversty to be 
the sole training-ground for these 
Chinese teschars and he seems 
particularly concerned over the 
possibility of the University! § 
graduates having to meet com- 

petition from the technically 
trained teacher. But surely merit 
would find its own reward. [In|]. 
any cage, even if all the teachers 
wero trained at the University, 
how would the aupoly be adjusted 
to the dernand? 


A Joke, or Ignorance? - 


The discussion at tbe Education 
Board meeting was noteworthy 
for the divergent statements made 
by Mr. Irving and the Registrar 
of the University. The former 
went so far as to say that it 
would be fifty years before any 
considerable number of gradust- 
ed teachers would be available. 
Was be joking. or cid he really 
know what he was talkiog about ? 
According to Mr. Mackintosb, by 
January next year there will 
be 100 or 150 graduates 
aveilable.

“Where the dis 
charged cargo goes ‘after the 
lighter has taken it ashore, 
our informant did not know, all 
tha xodowns being wrecked. The 
merchandise which was in‘ the 
godowns at the time of the 
typhoon and which was wetted 
by the water is being spread ont 
in the streets todry. 

There seems to be no shortage 
of food, the chief officer said, and 
the natives sie drinking the 
water. The walls in the Earopesn 
district did not seam to be con- 
taminated like those in tbe 
Chinese quarters. 

There were a number of 
Europeans on Double [sland 
when the typhoon came on, 
‘They had gone there for x boliday. 
The houses were wrecked ic the 
storm and the unfortunate 
holiday makers ware in a terrible 
plight. Whea the Kwaisang 
passed they asked to bs taken 
aboard. There were absut fifteen 
of tham altogether. They only 
had what they stood up in and 
gome of the party boarded the 
ship in their sleeping attire. The 
Kwasisang took tham back to 
Swatow, where they landed. 

The Kwaisang brought . some 
three hundred tons of cargo— 
silk, salt, etc. from Swatow. for 
Bangkok. She slso brought away 
about five hundred coolies for 
the same port. ‘This-is ber 
normal cargo -and passengers. 
‘Some of the richer ‘people,’ it is 
stated, are leaving the city 
as there are supposed to be 
uumbers of bandits about.
